DAWSON, Ga. (UPI)-Desegre- 
gation 
leaders 
have 
called 
on 
President Kennedy "to stop the 
Nazi-like reign of terror in south­ 
west Georgia." 
Two Negro churches were de­ 
stroyed by fire Sunday and a white 
man attacked an F B I agent in­ 
vestigating the blazes. 
Arrested for striking a federal 
officer was Virgil E . Puckett, 58. 
He was scheduled to be arraigned 
today before the U.S. commission­ 
er at nearby Albany, scene of 
mass arrests and racial demonstra­ 
tions since December. 
Since 
desegregation 
activities 
were stepped up here last month, 
three Negro churches have been 
burned down, four Negro homes 


have been fired on and a white 
youth working in a Negro voter 
registration drive has been shot 
and wounded. 


Scene of Meetings 
Negro voter registration meet­ 
ings had been held in one of the 
churches which burned Sunday. A • 
minister and a deacon in the other 
church have been active in the 
vote drive. 
Terrell County Sheriff Z. T. Mat­ 
thews said he did not think efforts 
to register Negroes to vote had 
anything to do with the church 
burnings. 
Matthews said the whites "don't 
lik the mingling" of white and Ne 
gro members of the Student Non­ 
violent 
Coordinating 
Committee 
(SNCC), 
the 
group 
which 
has 
r near headed 
the 
registration 
ef­ 
forts. 
The sheriff said white youths and 
girls were living in Negro homes 
here while working with SNCC. 


Issues Denial 
However, Prathia Hall, 22-year- 
old Negro coed from Temple Un­ 
iversity. said there were no white 
girls with SNCC in this area. “ We 
m ay have had visits from white 
girls at our headquarters," she 
said, "but none are staying here.” 
Mrs. Lucy B. Mallory, 52. a Ne­ 
gro who lives near the Mount Olive 
Baptist Church, said she saw the 
church on fire from her window 
at about 2 a.m. 
Mrs. Mallory said she awakend 
her husband but he was unable 
so put out the blaze. 
“ I didn’t 
sleep a wink after that,” she said. 
“ I am scared to death.” 
A short time later fire broke

"There seems to be an undue

He said the quality of crops on 
the private plots appeared to be 
better than those planted on the 
collective and state farm fields.

DON’T BE A HERO COME THIS THURSDAY 


At Least, W e Do Not Have to Guess 


Where do we go from here? 
The muddled situation in the congressio­ 
nal race in the 38th district comprising River­ 
side and Imperial Counties has not cleared 
up much, although some of the guess work 
was removed by the statement Friday of 
D. S. Saund, incumbent representative and 
a candidate for re-election. 
But when all of the partisan, political 
gobbledegoock is stripped form the local 
congressional seat situation, these facts re­ 
main: 
—Congressman Saund suffered a stroke, 
his second, four months ago. 
—Definite statements from his office not 
only on his conditition but on the very nature 
of his illness have been withheld from his 
constituency. 
-O nly after four months of silence do 
we learn that Saund will not be able, physi­ 
cally, to campaign for re-election but that he 
is still a candidate. 
We have said before and say again that 
if it was not beneath the dignity of Presidents 
Wilson, Roosevelt, Truman, Eisenhower and 
Kennedy to report to the public on their condi­ 
tion and progress at the time of illness, it 
should not demean our Congressman. 
In fact, the outpourings under govern­ 


ment franked free mailing on everything 
from how to raise soy beans to advice to the 
newly wed, have not decreased during Saund's 
illness. Only the most pertinent news of all 
was withheld. 
The five presidents mentioned above 
believed they owed their constituents a full 
report on their condition. Saund apparently 
did not. 
The present statement that Saund will 
be glad to serve but will be unable to con­ 
duct a campaign, raises an interesting point. 
Is campaigning or serving the most important 
function of a public servant? In the present 
case you might as well ask which is the most 
demanding of the time and thoughts of our 
incumbent. 
And you might also ask, which Is the 
more rigorous, seeking re-election or effi­ 
ciently handling all of the problems and time 
and energy-consuming performance of duties? 
Saund’s backers may, and probably will, 
classify the attacks on his tenure of office 
as attacks on a sick man — hitting a man 
when he is down. 
But it most definitely is not. The vast 
interests of the 38th district, Riverside and 
Imperial Counties, come first. 
The situation is still muddled but at 
least we know where Mr. Saund stands.

my duty plainly in many areas,

Agriculture 
Agency? What AA’s do y o u 
mean, sir?" 
"It’s an organization known as 
Administration Apologists," said 
the distinguished patient.

that we ought to do so,” ventured 
Couchmaaer. "Is this another 
duty that you plainly see?" 
*Tt certainly is,” replied the 
distinguished patient. "But those 
Adminisration 
Apologists 
fuzz 
this one up too. They write, speak, 
declare and leek stories to the 
effect that an American expedi­ 
tionary force to Cuba would be 
playing straight into the enemy 
hands. No sooner would we get 
several divisions involved in Cu 
ba than Khrushchev would start 
something in Berlin and . . 
Always Starting Something 
"But," said Couchmaster. “Kh­ 
rushchev is always starting some 
thing in Berlin, and we have yet 
to move anything but token forces 
of 1,290 men up and down the 
Autobahn.
